Notre Dame — Dr. Francis 
Schwarzenberg, former head of the

of all free nations of the world 
with the Vatican in order to assure 
a just and lasting peace, in an 
address at the annual meeting of 
the History Teachers’ Club of the 
University of Notre Dame held 
over the weekend, July 13, 14, 15, 
on the Notre Dame campus, 


The former Czech diplomatic 
head, who now is a member of the 
faculty at Loyola University in 
Chicago, addressed high school his- 
tory teachers from all parts of the 
midwest at the annual Notre Dame 
meeting. Professor James A. Cor- 
bett, of the Notre Dame Depart- 
ment of History, was chairman of 
the meeting. 


Dr. Schwarzenberg, urging the 
United States to maintain a perm- 
anent embassy at the Vatican rath- 
er than the President’s personal 
representative, told the Notre 
Dame audience that “the closer 
America gets to the Vatican the 
closer this nation will be to the 
victory of Christ” which ultimately 
will be reflected in the form of a 
just peace among all nations and 
peoples. 


Describing the importance of the 
Vatican in international relations, 
Dr. Schwarzenberg pointed out 
that at the end of the reign of 
Pope Pius IX, only four world

According to the proposal the 
brothers would teach boys while 
sisters of Holy Cross would teach 
girls in the projected four-year co- 
educational institution. 

The proposed site for the new 
high school is proclaimed by far the 
most ideally suited one which has 
entered the realm of the discussion 
stage. It is easily accessible by bus 
from any section of South Bend 
Furthermore, it is away from any

Food Prices Skyrocket 


Forty additional children are not 
really orphans; their parents are 
too poor to keep them, and no 
grant is received for them. For its 
maintenance the orphanage de- 
pends mainly on private charity 
and the proceeds of the day school 
the Sisters conduct. Both sources 
of income have almost ceased as 
the result of the famine. Simultan- 
eously food prices have skyrocket- 
ed, until rice, the mainstay of life 
in India, is selling at 16 to 18 
rupees ($3.36 to $3.78) per maund 
(about 80 pounds) on the controlled 
market, and for 21 cents a pound 
on the open market. Catholic and

India today more than ever depend 
on the aid of Americans through 


NCWC or other CARE member 
agencies. A number of CARE 
packages may well prove, as they 
did in the case of the Pahargan) 
orphanage, the difference between 
continued malnutrition and some 
much needed strengthening food.

But he is a helper, an 
assistant. He is not the leader. 


His Apostolate vs. Theirs 


When a priest envisions Cath- 
olic Action as a phenomenon that 
has suddenly placed twenty lay as- 
sistants at his disposal, he has 
thoroughly missed the Church’s 
point. He may have twenty lay 
assistants in his pastoral ministry, 
his priestly apostolate. That is 
good, At the same time, the peo- 
ple of his parish have problems: 
problems in the temporal order of 
their lives, in the mills, the offices, 
their homes, their places of recrea- 
tion. Christ is missing, not only 
from their spiritual life but also 


from their temporal life. Christ 
must be registered to the temporal 
order of their existence. 


That is what Pope Pius X had 
in mind when he took his motto, 
“to restore all things in Christ,” 
even the temporal affairs of lay 

eople’s lives. Lay apostles—the 
aity —- must inject the love of 
Christ into their work life, their 
home life, their social life.

Those who have had 
experience with Catholic Action 
meetings have noted that, at the 
beginning, the laity invariably turn 
to the priest to unravel all knotty 
problems, to solve and to save’ 
every situation. All eyes are on' 
Father. What does Father think? 
If the priest develops the habit 
(and it is very easy) of rescuing 
them, and always coming up with 
the right answer, of always indi- 
cating the correct solution, then he 
becomes the leader and the laity 
simply the executors of his ideas. 


Perhaps seven times out of ten 
the priest’s solution may prove to 
be the better one; with his train- 
ing and intellectual equipment he 
immediately sees answers that it 
might take the laity many meet- 
ings to discover. Nevertheless; he 
should let them alone. He should 
let them work out their own prob- 
lems, find their own answers. When 
they do find them, it will be their 
solution, their plan, their respon- 
sibility for the work to be done. 


This does not mean that the ec- 
clésiastical assistant (the priest) 
never intervenes. Sometimes he 
might; sometimes he should; some- 
times he must. If it is a matter 
of doctrine (and this is rare) nat- 
urally he must speak up. Most of- 
ten, however, they altimately come 
around to the correct solution and 
very frequently they arrive at a 
better-solution than the priest had 
in mind. In certain cases when cor- 
rection is needed it is often best to 
give it privately rather than pub- 
licly; thereby sparing the lay per- 
son’s feelings as well as helping to 
maintain a certain self-confidence 
which they need and often lack in 
the presence of the clergy. 


The ecclesiastical assistant 
should make certain that the re- 
sponsibility of the lay apostles is 
& real responsibility and not a fic- 
ticlous one. These people are in 
most cases mature; they must be 
trusted. Their apostolate, as Pope 
Pius XI said, is “irreplacable.” 
They must be convinced of this. 
The priest must have sufficient con-

300 Year-Old Promise 


Almost 300 years before, on No- 
vember 3, 1689, a humble Visita- 
tion nun named Margaret Mary 
was feverishly drawing a letter to 
a close with these words: 


“This devotion (to the Sacred 
Heart) is as it were a last effort 
of His (God's) love by which He 
would favor men in these latter 
ages with such a loving redemption 
as to withdraw them from the 
power of Satan, which He was bent 
upon destroying. . .” 

St. Margaret Mary considered 
devotion to the Sacred Heart as 
Christ’s last effort to redeem a 
world wallowing in the corruption 
of absolute monarchies and torn 
by the Protestant Revolt. Yet 
more, Jesus was making a frantic 
effort to save the warm life-flow 
of Catholic devotion from the twin 
cancers of false Quietism and 
harsh Jansenism. Those were sad 
days in which self-appointed re- 
formers sought to rend the seam- 
less garment of Catholicism and 
superficial intellectuals mocked 
what they thought was a dying 
Christ.

The third vision of Our Lady of 
the Scapular is a vibrant appeal 
to all Catholics to live consecrated 
to the Mother of God. This prin- 
ciple will unify the restoration of 
the family to Christ and our works 
of reparation, and will channel all 
our activities through Mary, the 
Mediatrix of All Graces, to the 
throne of God. 

Pope Pius XII himself heeded 
this petition when on October 31, 
1942, he consecrated the world, 
and especially Russia, to the Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary. Devotion 
to the Immaculate Heart, the Ros- 
ary, and the Communion of repara- 
tion on the first Saturdays of five 
consecutive months are the power- 
ful means Our Lady has designat- 
ed for our use. There is no alter- 
native: “She alone will be able 
to help.” 

Perhaps the undertone of seri- 
ousness coloring the Fatima rev- 
elations have tended to discourage 
many Catholics. The Blessed Vir- 
gin came begging prayers to pre- 
vent World War II, yet here we 
are still reeling from that tremen- 
dous debacle. If her warnings are 
not heeded worse tragedies will 
descend upon mankind: a world 
conquest by Communism, more 
wars, persecution. It would be a 
dismal picture, indeed, if it were 
not for Our Blessed Mother’s own 
words: 

“In the end my Immaculate 
Heart will triumph. The Holy 
Father will consecrate Russia to 
me, and it will be converted, and 
a certain period,of peace will be 
granted to the world.” 

Such an asstirance should banish 
all discouragement and be our in- 
spiration during the long hard 
battle that is yet to be fought. 
Let the words of the Sacred Heart 
be those of Mary: 

“T will reign in spite of My 
enemies and all those who shall 
oppose Me!”

Discord and tension in the fam- 
ily would disappear entirely if 
those persons could grasp Catholic 
belief. 


Or perhaps the fellow in the 
shop’ or office would develop a 
much more wholesome outlook on 
life if he participated in the graces 
that come of sacramental union 
with Christ. 


But how bring it about? How 
approach them? 


You may be afraid to bring up 
the subject of religion or discuss it 
because your doctrinal knowledge 
is not at your fingertips. Is there 
nothing you can do? 


You may have tried, and only 
aggravated others instead of in- 
teresting them. Could it be that 
your approach was wrong? 


A conversion is the work of God. 
He implants the Faith. 


But in a way, God allows His 
creatures to help in the redemp- 
tion and salvation of their fellow- 
men.

Echoes From 
The House Divided 


In connection with the Festival 
of Britain a great rally of the 
Christian churches was held in 
Hyde Park, London, on a recent 
Saturday. Sixty-five Anglican 
clergy out of the many hundreds 
in the Diocese of London signed 
a_ protest against the Church of 
England taking part “as one, even 
if the leading one, of a multipli- 
city of sects.’ 


Neither their protest nor the 
service which they held at the 
same hour in the Church of the

But sometimes the modern mind< 


rebels. All these thousands of 
saints in Heaven seem so remote 
from our daily lives. They lived in 
other times, under other conditions, 
and sometimes in our weak faith 
we wonder how they would have 
made out today. y don’t we 
have saints today, men and women 
who could prove their sanctity 
under present conditions? 


I tried this question out on some 
Catholic friends, and most of them 
knew the answer. Let’s hope all 
the readers of Our Sunday Visitor 
do, too. 

The answer is simple. We do 
have saints today! Lots of them. 
Men and women who live virtuous 
lives and reach Heaven promptly. 
Quite naturally, the Church takes 
its time about pronouncing saint- 
hood for anyone, For canonization 
is the “Church’s way of deter- 
mining that a person is a hero of 
holiness, is now in heaven, and is 
worthy of veneration and imita- 
tion by the faithful.” (National 
Catholic Almanac.) 

Canonization does not make a 
saint. Only the saint himself—with 
the help of God—can do that. So 
the Church wants to be sure that 
it has made no mistake when it 


judges a person to be a saint. In 
the early days, local bishops had 
jurisdiction in these matters, but 
since 1634 the Holy See in Rome 
has been the only office to make 
pronouncements about the venera- 
tion of saints. 


Even so, do we have any modern 
saints? Do we have men and 
women who have lived in modern 
times, and who have reached saint- 
hood ? 

Of course we do! 

Saint Anthony Mary Claret died 
only 80 years ago. He was a 
missionary and did wonders for the 
Church in Cuba. : 

Saint Frances Xavier Cabrini 
died in Chicago. She became an 
American citizen, founded an order 
of missionary sisters, and worked 
in New York, among other Amer- 
ican cities. There is a boulevard 
named for her in the Bronx! 

Pope Pius X, who lived in our 
20th century and rose from humble 
beginnings to leadership of the 
Catholic Church, was beatified only 
last month. Beatification is the 
first step in declaring sainthood. 
Two miracles attributed to Pius 
must be demonstrated before 
canonization can be completed. 


Even the Popes, you see, are not 
automatically saints—the Church 
insists on proof. 


Modern Miracle 


For an interesting example of 
the miracles. required, look at the 
case of Father Peter Smith, or- 
dained this year. Born in New 
York in 1921 (is that modern 
enough ?), Peter Smith was attend- 
ed by a nurse who put the custom- 
ary solution of silver nitrate in his 
eyes. But the nurse soon discover- 
ed that she had used a 50% solu- 
tion, instead of_the one percent re- 
quired. Doctors said the cornea in 
both eyes was destroyed; nothing 
could be done. 


But a relic of Mother Cabrini was 
touched to the baby’s eyes, and 
the hospital nuns prayed all night 
in their chapel. The next morning, 
doctors found that Peter Smith’s 
eyes were perfect. He grew up in 
good health and has now been 
ordained a priest. That’s the kind 
of specific, clear miracle needed for 
canonization.

esia has a Catholic popul-

scattered among the 70,000,000 in- 
habitants of the immense archipel- 
ago which, if it were superimposed 
upon Europe, would stretch from 
Lisbon to the Caspian Sea. These 
900,000 Catholics are the result of 
evangelization that dates back to 
the days of the Portuguese con- 
quest and to St. Francis Xavier. 


noting this one might ask 
wr four cinturies of apostolic 
labor show such poor results, re- 
sults which seem the poorer when 
one considers that 70,000 of these 
Catholics are Europeans. St. Fran- 
cis Xavier worked in Indonesia but 
the effects of his labors were prac- 
tically nullified by the invasion. of 
come of the sects at the beginning 
of the seventeenth century. 

The few priests which the For- 
eign Mission Society has been able 
to send there in recent years were 
needed for the care of the spirit- 
ual needs of those who had already 
been Catholics. 

It was only at the turn of this 
century that the native population 
began to become Catholic at a 
rather rapid pace. Fifty years ago 
there was only one Vicariate 
Apostolic, while at present there 
are 21 Vicariates and Prefectures 
Apostolic. Today there are nearly 
600 priests, 280 Brothers, and 1,200 
Sisters at work in the territory; 
among these 70 priests, 60 broth- 
ers and 300 sisters are native In- 
donesians, while there are nearly 
400 young men studying for the 
priesthood in the various semin- 
aries, 

The Island of Java is the center 
of the entire archipelago and there 
en is most preva- 
ent. 


The first Indonesian Bishop is a 
Javanese convert. 


The archipelago was given its 
independence after the war by pol- 
itieal revolution. The new regime 
is not unfavorable to the.:Church. 
Its constitution expresses explicitly 
its faith in God and recognizes 
freedom of conscience. In fact last 
year the Indonesian government 
established diplomatic relations 
with the Holy See,

In fact, it is only in recent years 
that Protestant churches have be- 
come missionary, but they have 
never had the success in China or 
India or Africa that the Catholic 
Church has had. Hence the Catho- 
lic Church deserves, more than any, 
the title “Evangelical.” 


In South America 


The field, which most Protes- 
tant missionaries are cultivating 
today is Latin America. They are 
more interested in destroying Cath- 
olicism in these countries than in 
establishing themselves there. They 
are meeting with a measure of suc- 
cess because all these countries 
lack clergy and religious. Even if 
2,000 people were assigned to ev- 
ery priest in South and Central 
America, they would need 40,000 
more clergy, or as many more 
riests as serve in the United 
tates. 

It is no wonder, therefore, that 
South America, taken as a whole, 
is only nominally Catholic, but the 
ee of regular church-goers 
s, despite this fact, greater than 
that which obtains in the United 
States among Protestants. Hence 
it is a brazen untruth to say “The 
Pope neglects the preaching of the 
Gospel for ceremonies, processions, 
incense, kneelings, gorgeous vest- 
ments, the Mass.” 

If the Catholic Church employs 
ceremonies, which are natural if 
the body as well as the soul is to 
take part in worship, God Himself 
prescribed most minute cere- 
monies for every religious function 
in the Old Law. The Books of Ex- 
odus, Numbers and Leviticus de- 
tail these ceremonies. 

Christ employed ceremonies in 
most of His miracles. Did he not 
cure the deaf and dumb man by 
putting His finger into his ears, and 
touching his tongue with spittle 
(Mark 7:33-24)? Did he not cure 
the blind man by making “clay of 
the spittle” (John 9:6)? Did He 
not “breathe” upon the Apostles 
(John 20:22)? 
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Catholic are not obligated to 
participate in “processions,” but 
they are just as natural in render- 
ing honor to God and His saints 
as is a civic procession to honor a 
candidate for the presidency, - 


Incense is a symbol of prayer, and 
was used in connection with reli- 
gious Wali 4 in the Old Law under 
orders from God Himself. 


“Kneelings” are a symbol of 
reverence, humility, and we are 
told by St. Luke (22:41) that 
Christ “knelt” in - er; He fell 
flat on the groun (Mark 14:35) 
He “raised His eyes to Heaven in 
giving thanks” (Mark 6:41), 

“Gorgeous vestments” were also 
prescribed by God in the Old Law, 
and if they were important in re- 
ligion then, they are not out of 
place in religion now. They are 
employed only in Eucharistic de- 
votions, at the Mass, at Benediction 
of the Blessed Sacrament, and if 
Catholics really believe that Christ 
is actually present at both, the 
vestments worn by the priest could 
not possibly be too “gorgeous.” 


It's God's Mass 


Yes, the Catholic Church has the 
Mass, which is the form of public 
worship obtaining among three- 
fourths of all Christians of the 
world today. Christ ordered the 
sacrifice which He instituted at the 
Last Supper, and to which the 
Church has given the name “Mass,” 
to be offered “until I come.” It is 
only in the Mass that Christ exer- 
cises His priesthood “according to 
the order of Melchisedech,” only in 
the Mass that He is a “priest for- 
ever.” It is only in the Mass that 
Gentiles have a “clean oblation” 
offered in every place as was pro- 
phesied by the Prophet Malachias 
(Chapter 14). 

How can any Christian clergy- 
man minimize the Mass when noth- 
ing is more outstanding in Christ- 
ian history from the days of the 
Apostles than its central worship, 
referred to by practically all the 
early Fathers of the Church? 

If Protestants claim close asso- 
ciation with Christ “by taking Him 
as their personal Savior,” how 
much closer is the association of 
Catholics, who not only do that 
same thing, but who, Sunday after 
Sunday, and, on the part of mil- 
lions, day after day, assist at the 
renewal of the Last Supper Sac- 
rifice “in commemoration of Him”? 


The Lord’s Sacrifice 


If the Passion of Christ means 
much to the Protestant, how much 
more does it mean to the Catholic 
who not only recalls it, but partic- 
ipates in its fruits at least every 
Sunday? St. Cyprian of the third 
century (Epis 63:17) writes: “The 
passion of the Lord is the sacri- 
fice we offer.” In fact this saint 
presents the doctrine of the Mass 
as clearly as any priest teaches it 
today. He calls it a true and com- 
plete sacrifice, containing an immo- 
lated Victim; that it is not only a 
commemoration of the Lord’s pas- 
sion, but is identical with that pas- 
sion; that it is the Blood of Christ 
which is offered; that it symbolizes 
the communion of the people with 
Christ. 

What did St. Paul mean when 
he said “We have an altar” (I Cor. 
10:16-21) which distinguished the 
Christian from the pagan and Jew- 
ish sacrifice? 

If Christ is the “one mediator 
between God and man,” surely 
Catholics make use of Him more 
than others when they daily pre- 
sent Him to the Heavenly Father 
to mediate for them. 

St. Irenaeus, who lived in the 
second century, writes: “The 


Church alone offers this pure ob- 
lation to the Creator” ( 


4:18).

World Judges Securely 


If all Christians had the Mass 
as their principal form of worshi 
for 15 centuries then, even accord- 
ing to a philosophical axiom, they 
were right; according to the theo- 
logical axiom, enunciated by St. 
mn Ng they were even more 
right: “The whole world judges 
securely.” If three-fourths of all 
Christians today, including the Or- 
thodox Church, outnumbering in 
members all Protestant religions 
taken together, then the minority 
must be in the wrong. From the 
fact that the Mass was abolished 
in some countries in the sixteenth 
century, chiefly because the loss 
of apostolic succession prevented 
the clergy of the new religions 
from offering it, it certainly is not 
to be inferred that it was not the 
chief form of worship of the Chris- 
tians from the first century to the 
sixteenth.

The Catholic Church has always 
regarded it as her chief obligation 
to be “missionary.” From her 
Master she received orders to 
“preach the ag he to every crea- 
ture” to “make disciples of all na- 
tions.” That mandate was immedi- 
ately carried out. On the first Pen- 
tecost Peter addressed represen- 
tatives of many nations, and bap- 
tized 3,000 of them. Before his 
death St. Paul was able to say that 
the faith had been preached 
throughout the world. He meant, of 
course, the little world now known 
as the “Near East” embracing Pal- 
estine, Syria, Asia Minor, Turkey, 
Egypt, other parts of North Af- 
rica, Greece, islands in the Medi- 
terranean and Italy. 


Tacitus, who lived at the time 
of St. Paul, speaks of the Chris- 
tian community in Rome as “a 
great multitude.” Tertullian who 
lived in the early second century 
speaks of the great number of 
Christians in Africa. 


Before the year 300 the Faith 
was quite well established in Spain, 
and Christians were persecuted in 
Britain under Diocletian. 


It would take too long to recite 
the story of the conversion of En- 
gland, Ireland, France, Germany 
and the other countries of Europe, 
but in the year 1000 every nation 
of Europe was Catholic, and most 
of its kings and queens were saints. 

The Mohammedans supplanted 
Catholics in much of the territory 
first evangelized, so that North 
and Central and South Africa are 
now mission territory, as are also 
India, China, Japan and some of 
the islands of the Pacific. 


Preaching The Gospel 


Before the late war conversions 
were being made at the rate of 
150,000 a year in the Belgian Con- 
go, and nearly as many people were 
converted in China. 

As to “preaching the gospel,” 
every priest is obligated to preach 
on the gospel at every Sunday 
Mass. If some five to ten Masses 
are offered on a single Sunday in 
a city church, it is preached that 
many times. The excerpts from

Japanese Catholic 
Directory Shows 


Increase In Priests 


History Of Missionary 
Societies Outlined And 
Activities Detailed 


Tokyo —(NC)— The new Cath- 
olic Directory of Japan, which has 
just been issued by the National 
Catholic Committee here, might al- 
most be termed an encyclopedia in 
miniature concerning the Church 
in this country. 


In addition to giving the address- 


es of all parishes both in Roman 
and Japanese characters, the book 
gives a brief historical sketch of 
all the dioceses, vicariates and pre- 
fectures apostolic in the country. 


It also outlines the history of 
the 31 missionary societies of men 
and 57 communities of women now 
working here, the date of their ar- 
rival in Japan, the places where 
they work and statistics on their 
membership in this country. 


Diocesan officials are listed 
along with biographical sketches of 
all the Bishops, Prefects and Ad- 
ministrators Apostolic. 


With the exception of a large 
group of women who take only two 
of the regular vows and are not 
therefore religious in the strictly 
canonical sense of the word, all the 
priests, Brothers and Sisters are 
named in the directory along with 
their nationality. 


In most cases the date of the 
arrival of foreign priests is given 
and in the case of the Japanese 
priests the date of their ordina- 
tion. 


The year in which the various 
parishes were established is also 
given in most cases. From informa- 
tion available on this score it ap- 
pears that two new parishes were 
established in 1945, eight in 1946, 
four in 1947, 20 in 1948, 30 in 1949, 
58 in 1950 and five during the 
first weeks of 1951. A total of 143 
churches have been built or rebuilt 
since the war, including 19 still 
under construction. 


The total of parishes listed in 
the new directory is 421 but of 
these 94 are out-missions without 
a resident pastor. 


A 1950 survey put the number 
of parishes with priests in resi- 
dence at about 280. The total num- 
ber of Catholics in the nation last 
year was 142,460. This compared 
with 130,388 in 1949, 119,234 in 
1948 and 109,285 in 1947. 


According to the 1951 directory, 
the number of priests in Japan has 
increased from 743 to 877 between 
July 1, 1950, and May 1, 1951. 


Of special interest are brief par- 
agraphs concerning the 14 major 
and minor seminaries for the train- 
ing of the diocesan and religious 
clergy. The directory gives data on 
six schools of college or university 
grade, 15 junior colleges, technical 
and vocational schools, 60 high and 
middle schools and 25 elementary 
schools.

Ten Of Hierarchy In Jail 


Nuncio In China Under 
House Arrest Reported Well 


Tokyo — (Radio, NC) — Though Archbishop Anthony 
Riberi, Papal Internuncio to China, has been under house 
arrest with two companions since June 26, all three are well 
and in good spirits, according to information received here. 
Red Chinese soldiers took up positions at the doors of 
the Archbishop’s residence in Nanking on June 26, and re- 


fused to let anyone enter or leave 
the building. 


Under house arrest with the 54- 


year-old, Monaco-born Archbishop 
are Msgr. Joseph Caprio, Italian- 
born auditor of the internuncio, and 


the 


Rev. Herman Unden, its 


Belgian-born secretary, who was 
previously a missionary in China. 


Meanwhile a mass meeting was 


held in Nanking under sponsorship 


of 


“progressive” Catholics who 


demanded the expulsion of the 
Archbishop. 


The prelate who has not left 


China since his arrival there in 
December, 1946, has for several 
months been the object of a hostile 


propaganda 


campaign by the 


Chinese Reds. 


The campaign was touched off on 


April 24 by an editorial in the 
Peking People’s Daily which de- 
manded his expulsion for “interfer- 
ing in the affairs of the Chinese 


Government,” 


The “interference” 


consisted of a letter by the Arch- 
bishop to all Bishops in China 
stating that a Nanking manifesto 
of “patriotic Catholics” was issued 
without his approval or knowledge. 
He also said he could not subscribe 


to 


the church “independence” 


sought in the declaration. 


As the demands for the Arch- 


bishop’s expulsion spread through- 
out the communist press, informed 
sources here believed that his oust- 
ing from China was imminent. 


However, on June 20, the Shang- 


hai Liberation daily switched the 
communist line by demanding that 
the regime “deal sternly” with the 
Archbishop for the alleged killing 
of Chinese infants. The Red paper 
laced responsibility on the Arch- 
owen for the deaths of unwanted 
infants which had been brought to 
the Catholic orphanage at Wuhu. 


The Archbishop, it is reported 


here, had expected some action 
against him such as his present 
house arrest. 


Meanwhile information here 


shows that the Chinese Reds have 
now imprisoned nine Archbishops 
and Bishops and one Prefect Apos- 
tolic in China.

China Reds Lift 
Restrictions On

Restrictions placed on Bishop 
James E. Walsh, M.M., by Chinese 
Reds when they closed the Catholic 
Central Bureau in Shanghai, have 
now been lifted, according to 
Senator Herbert R. O’Conor of 
Maryland. 

Senator O’Conor stated he had 
received this information from the 
U.S. Department of State. Bishop 
Walsh, who served as executive 
secretary of the Catholic Central 
Bureau, is a native of Cumberland, 
Md. Senator O’Conor had asked the 
State Department to lodge a pro- 
test at the time the Bishop was re- 
stricted. 

A State Department spokesman 
said that the Bishop had been re- 
stricted for only a few days while 
the Chinese Reds “investigated” 
the activities of the Catholic 
Central Bureau. While not disclos- 
ing the source of the Department’s 
information on Bishop Walsh, the 
Spokesman said it could be con- 
sidered reliable. 

Meanwhile, Maryknoll headquar- 
ters in New York stated that it had 
no direct information on the case.
